REPORTED ARRANGEMENT 


OF ADA'S DISTRICT 


CHICKASAW AND CHOCTAW 


SIDE GETS 21 DISTRICTS 


An Ada citizen was in conversation 


with a man on the train this morning 
who claimed to have seen the official 
map indicating the constitutional dele- 
gat* districts for the Indian Territory. 
He said that the district in which Ada 
is situated is formed by a line that be- 
gins at a township corner three miles 
due east of the south edge of the city 
limits, running north to the river, tak- 
ing in Oakman and Tyrola. The line 
follows the river west to the township 
line, about four and a half miles west 
of Byars. thence south to a point within 
a mile of Iroquois, and east, missing 
Midland 
a 
half 
a mile, 
continu- 


ing along the south edge of Ada to 
the point mentioned above. 


The man who gave this out, also 


stated that Roff is included in a district 
•with Sulphur and Davis. 


Robert Cummings said to a News re- 


porter today that he has it officially 
that the districting board has given out 
that the Chickasaw Nation will have 
fourteen delegates and the Choctaw 
Nation thirteen. 
This makes a total of 


twenty-seven for the two decidedly 
Democratic Nations, leaving; twenty- 
eight to be apportioned among the 
Seminole, Creek and Cherokee nation*. 
That convention looks Democratic to 
us by big odds.

The commissioner ap- 
points the judges undclerkc. of the elec- 
tion board in each \ otmg precinct in 
his district. 


Tarns Bixby stated tonight that there

The districting commission will have 


.he election ballots printed and deliv- 
ered to the commissioners who will dis- 
tribute them, each in his own district. 


Ballot boxes and booths will be dis- 


tributed in the same way. The com- 
missioner in each district will return 
the ballots to the districting commis- 
sioner which will act as a canvassing 
board. This election will be for select 
ing delegates to the constitutional con 
vention alone, and when that is don« 
the district lines will stand for naught 


A description of the district boundary 


will be furnished every newspaper tha 
will publish them, and in addition to 
this circulars will be printed and dis- 
tributed widely through the territory in 
an effort to give the people as much in- 
formation as possible. 


A local firm of draughtsmen has a 


contract to make colored maps of the 
districts and this map will be ready 
shortly after the proclamation is issued.

He said that the district in which Ada 
is situated is formed by a line that be- 
gins at a township corner three miles 
due east of the south edge of the city 
limits, running north to the river, tak- 
ing in Oak man and Tyrola. The line 
follows the river west to the township 
line, about four and a half miles west 
of Byars. thence south to a point within 
a mile of Iroquois, and east, missing 
Midland

a mile, 
continu- 


ing along the south edge of Ada to 
the point mentioned above. 


The roan who gave this out, also 


stated that Koff is included in a district 
with Sulphur and Davis. 


Robert Cummings said to a News re- 


porter today that he has it officially 
that the districting board has given out 
that the Chickasaw Nation will have 
fourteen delegates and the Choctaw 
Nation thirteen. 
This makes a total of 


twenty-seven for the two decidedly 
Democratic Nations, leaving- twenty- 
eight to be apportioned among the 
Seminole, Creek and Cherokee nation*.

SIDE GETS 27 DISTRICTS 


Muskogee, 1. T., Aug. 15.-The Indi- 


an Territory districting board appoint- 
ed by the president to form the elec- 
tion districts of the eastern part of the 
new state finished its work yesterday, 
after several days of consecutive ses- 
sions. 


Members would make 
no public 


statement further than that a report 
•would be made within a few days to 
the governor of Oklahoma and to the 
Chief Justice of Indian Territory, who 
will issue an election proclamation for 
the election of delegates to the consti- 
tutional convention. 


The Oklahoma board has also com- 


pleted its work and a report will be 
made to Governor Frantz at the same 
time the Indian Territory report is 
made to Judge Clayton. 


Judge Clayton will go to Guthrie Fri- 


day for a conference with Governor 
FratiU and on that day they will draft 
an election proclamation. 


This proclamation will be made pub- 


lie at thtir will—which in all probabil- 
ity, will be Monday of next week. 


Until this proclamation is issued, 


neither board will make public the dis- 
tricts the> have made. 


The Indian Territory board will at 


once bu»y itself with the appointment 
of election commissioner*, in each dis- 
trict. There is to be one commissioner 
in each district. The commissioner ap- 
points the judges undclerkt-. of the elec- 
tion board in each xotinp precinct in 
his district. 


Tarns Bixby stated tonight that there 


will be at least 600 voting precincts in 
the fifty-five districts. 


The districting commission will have 


the election ballots printed and deliv- 
ered to the commissioners who will dis- 
tribute them, each in his own district. 


Ballot boxes and booths will be dis- 


tributed in the sam* way. The com- 
missioner in each district will return 
the ballots to the districting commis- 
sioner which will act as a canvassing 
board. This election will be for select- 
ing delegates to the constitutional con- 
vention alone, and when that it. done 
the district lines will stand for naught. 


A description of the district boundary 


will be furnished every newspaper that 
will publish them, and in addition to 
this circulars will be printed and dis- 
tributed widely through the territory in 
an effort to give the people as much in- 
formation as possible. 


A local firm of draughtsmen has a 


contract to make colored maps of the 
districts and this map will be ready 
shortly after the proclamation is issued. 


The commissioners will give out ab- 


solutely nothing as to what the districts 
are until the proclamation is issued. 


It is known that there are twentv- 


eight districts north of the Canadian 
river and twenty-seven south. 


The Republicans who claim to know 


state that eighteen north of the river 
should be Republican. The Democrats 
claim the board has- been unable to 
make a majority of districts -show a 
normal Republican majont>
